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HOME.  MISSIONS. 

Before  this  number  of  the  Record  reaches  its  readers,  the  fiscal  year  of 
the  Board  will  have  closed,  and  its  results  will  be  summed  up  for  the 
Annual  Report. 

The  first  thing  that  will  appear  is,  that  the  work  of  the  Board  has  un- 
dergone great  enlargement  during  the  year.  Aflarge  number  of  choice 
young  men  from  all  our  seminaries  has  eiltered  into  our  frontier  fields  and 
greatly  strengthened  the  hands  and  encouraged  the  hearts  of  those  who 
had  gone  before. 

The  whole  number  of  laborers  in  the  Home  Mission  and  Sustentation 
Departments  will  probably  aggregate  two  hundred  or  two  hundred  and 
fifty  more  than  last  year.  They  have  gone  into  Minnesota,  Montana, 
Oregon  and  Washington  Territory,  on  the  north ; Iowa,  Nebraska,  Mis- 
souri, Kansas,  Colorado,  Nevada  and  California,  on  the  central  line ; and 
into  Texas  and  New  Mexico  on  the  south,  to  say  nothing  of  older  states 
farther  east.  We  have  sent  a missionary  into  Dakota;  we  have  just  orga- 
nized a church  at  Boise  City,  in  Idaho — the  first  church  we  have  ever  had 
among  the  white  men  of  that  territory — and  we  have  sent,  for  the  first  time, 
missionaries  to  Alaska.  These  three  new  fields  are  twelve  times  as  large 
as  all  New  England,  and  eighteen  times  as  large  as  Pennsylvania  or  New 
York. 

We  have  also  greatly  enlarged  our  work  in  sending  missionaries  and 
teachers  to  the  benighted  Mormons  in  Utah,  the  Spanish-speaking,  but  bi- 
goted papists  in  New  Mexico,  and  the  descendants  of  the  ancient  Aztecs 
in  New  Mexico  and  Arizona. 

Besides,  the  Freedman’s  Committee  has  transferred  to  our  Board  all 
the  missionaries  and  their  churches  in  that  department,  except  such  mis- 
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sionaries  as  are  connected  with  their  schools  (they  reserving  the  educa- 
tional department  in  their  own  hands  for  the  present)  so  that  we  have 
now  at  once,  so  far  as  our  Church  is  concerned,  the  evangelization  of  five 
millions  more  committed  to  our  charge. 

Perhaps  no  year  in  the  past  can  show  a greater  advance  in  the  work, 
whether  we  consider  the  new  fields  opened  or  the  number  of  churches 
founded,  while  the  work  among  the  Freedmen  and  the  establishment  of 
schools  and  the  enlargement  of  our  work  in  Utah  and  New  Mexico  con- 
stitute wThat  may  be  called  a new  departure. 


THE  YEAR  TO  COME. 

The  enlargement  spoken  of  above  does  not  complete  or  exhaust  our 
work,  it  rather  opens  new  work  in  new  regions  beyond.  Many  of  these 
new  laborers  are  the  advance  guard,  the  fore-runners  of  our  missionary 
forces,  and  they  already  begin  to  call  for  reinforcements.  Last  year  we 
had  but  one  Presbytery  in  Texas ; now  we  have  three,  and  expect  the  for- 
mation of  a Synod  by  the  next  General  Assembly.  This  is  but  a specimen 
of  the  growth  of  the  Church  in  the  new  country  and  the  growth  of  our 
work.  The  farther  out  the  missionary  goes  on  the  frontier,  the  surer  he  is 
to  call  for  assistance  to  overtake  the  work  still  beyond.  The  churches 
formed  last  year  will  demand  for  their  care  more  missionaries  for  the  year 
to  come. 

Besides,  the  ceaseless  and  swelling  tide  of  immigration  rolls  farther  and 
farther  into  all  unoccupied  fields  every  year.  The  report  of  it  reaches  us 
from  Minnesota.  From  Nebraska  it  is  said,  “the  tide  of  spring  emigra- 
tion setting  into  Nebraska  is  unprecedented  in  the  history  of  the  state.” 
From  Kansas  we  hear  that  “ the  immigration  now  pouring  into  this  state 
is  without  a parallel  in  the  history  of  the  West.”  The  immigration  is 
simply  immense.”  “ Over  twelve  hundred  immigrants  arrived  to-day  des- 
tined to  the  interior  of  Kansas.”  “It  is  estimated  that  the  state  will 
increase  her  population  this  year  from  one  hundred  and  fifty  to  two  hun- 
dred thousand.”  We  have  similar  statements  from  Texas  and  Colorado. 
To  these  people  the  gospel  must  be  preached.  We  want  more  young  men 
from  the  seminaries  this  year  than  we  had  last  year.  Missouri  and  Kan- 
sas call  for  from  twelve  to  fifteen  men  each.  Older  states,  like  Michigan 
and  Wisconsin,  join  their  voices  to  that  of  far-off  Oregon  for  more  men. 
A new  force  in  Dakota,  Idaho  and  Alaska  will  call  for  additional  supplies, 
as  is  already  true  of  Utah,  Arizona,  New  Mexico  and  Texas.  In  the  open- 
ing of  the  new  fiscal  year  let  us  comprehend  the  situation,  the  still  enlarg- 
ing field,  the  need  of  more  men  at  the  South,  at  the  West,  and  the  demand 
for  more  funds  for  their  adequate  support,  and,  by  divine  help,  let  us  make 
it  a fruitful  year  for  the  Church,  a great  year  for  the  Master’s  cause. 
Trusting  in  God,  the  Board  proposes  to  advance  vigorously;  will  the 
churches,  as  in  times  past,  sustain  them  in  so  doing  ? 
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THE  FREEDMEN. 

In  the  last  Record  we  called  attention  to  the  transfer  of  that  part  of  the 
work  which  the  Freedmen’s  Committee  had  made  to  us.  Some  responses 
we  have  received  seem  to  indicate  a growing  interest  in  the  great  work. 

Rev.  Prof.  J.  H.  Shedd,  of  North  Carolina,  who  has  now  been  for  years 
laboring  with  and  for  the  Freedmen,  shows  by  the  following  pertinent 
inquiries  and  remarks  that  he  comprehends  the  magnitude  of  the  work. 
He  writes  as  follows : 

“ Are  you  prepared  to  throw  the  same  energy  and  funds  southward  that 
you  do  westward  ? Not  waiting  for  the  Mississippi  to  dry  up — the  preju- 
dices to  die  out,  the  Southern  Church  to  unite  with  us,  the  negroes  to  all 
move  off  or  die  out  as  a race,  but  take  hold  of  the  whole  work  just  as  it  is  ? 
Here  is  a poor,  ignorant,  low-down  people,  very  open  to  the  Presbyterian 
teaching  and  preaching,  but  it  will  take  a steady  pull  for  a long  time  to 
get  them  up.  To  save  and  elevate  the  negro  is  a difficult,  a self-denying  work. 
It  requires  training-schools  and  Church  work  side  by  side  in  every  State 
in  the  South.  It  needs  a good  traveling  missionary ; good  points  selected 
and  occupied  by  the  best  young  men  to  be  had  to  both  teach  and  preach.  It 
needs  an  aggressive  campaign  laid  out  and  a call  for  a dozen  of  the  very 
best  workers — young  men  of  enthusiasm  who  put  their  life  into  it — and 
then  more  of  the  same  sort  to  follow,  young  white  men  of  downright  mis- 
sionary spirit  and  self-denial,  who  can  mould  and  plan,  and  guide  the 
Presbyteries  and  Synods,  and  unify  and  intensify  the  work,  and  pull 
together,  and  then  fill  in  any  number  of  colored  preachers  as  the  work 
grows.  You  can  see  that  a crisis  is  upon  us  and  the  whole  matter  should 
be  settled  this  Spring.  There  is  no  use  in  delay.  In  fact  something  must 
be  done.  Important  posts  are  to  be  filled  and  the  right  men  are  to  be 
found  to  fill  them.” 


WORK  IN  NEW  MEXICO. 

Rev.  J.  A.  Annin  writes -from  Las  Yegas,  under  date  of  February  25,  as 
follows : 

“ I have  been  over  in  Mora  county  twice  this  month , returning  the  last 
time  last  week,  Tuesday,  19th.  At  that  visit  I received  nine  persons  into 
the  communion  of  the  Church  and  baptized  several  children.  The  work  is 
progressing  there.  I think  we  are  also  making  progress  and  are  accom- 
plishing something  in  several  directions  and  respects.  We  have  a girl  in 
our  family  from  Aqua  Negra,  daughter  of  one  of  our  members  there.  She 
is  a good  girl  and  learns  well.  She  will  return  before  Fall  to  her  home, 
as  I suppose,  and  will  have  a little  school  there.  She  will  be  able  to  teach 
the  children  there  to  read  and  write,  and  some  arithmetic,  to  sing,  some 
Catechism,  &c.,  and  it  will  be  a good  thing  there. 

Then  I am  just  arranging  to  have  Rafael  more  permanently  fixed  there,  or 
in  that  vicinity.  That  was  one  thing  I did  at  my  last  visit.  That  people 
must  of  course  have  more  regular  services  and  more  attention.  And  they 
will  henceforth  have  preaching  from  one  of  us  almost  every  Sabbath,  if  my 
arrangement  doesn’t  fail.  We  think  new  points  are  opening  somewhat  as 
Aqua  Negra  opened.  A man  was  to  see  us  some  time  ago  from  a point 
some  twenty  miles  distant.  He  spoke  of  the  people  as  reading  the  Bible 
and  becoming  interested,  &c.  We  spoke  at  once  of  going.  He  replied 
with  vigor,  “ No,  let  us  alone  awhile,  till  we  get  stronger,”  &c.  Get  a 
“majority,”  as  he  expressed  it.  And  we  thought  perhaps  he  was  wise. 
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Still  Rafael  (who  is  with  me  just  now)  and  Mr.  P.  will  go  soon,  to-day  or 
to-morrow,  and  be  gone  some  days,  return  perhaps  in  a week.  The  idea  is 
to  go  from  house  to  house  and  not  have  a gathering  at  all. 

THE  SMALL-POX. 

We  have  already  spoken  of  the  small-pox  in  New  Mexico,  and  given  an 
estimate  we  had  heard  that  one-tenth  of  the  entire  population  had  been  cut 
down  by  this  scourge  the  year  past.  Mr.  Annin  says  : “ With  regard  to 

small-pox  I should  have  said  confidently,  that  the  estimate  you  spoke  of 
was  very  much  too  large.  But  inquiries  since  made,  as  near  to  reliable  and 
original  sources  as  I can  get,  compel  me  to  believe  that  ten  thousand  deaths 
by  the  malady  is  not  far  from  the  truth.  In  some  little  localities  I have 
been  told  three  quarters,  not  of  the  children,  but  of  the  population  were 
swept  away.  It  is  an  awful  thing.”  Notwithstanding  such  a mortality, 
he  adds,  “ Our  school  is  large,  much  to  our  surprise,  between  forty  and  fifty 
pupils,  with  just  about  forty  daily.” 

Rev.  J.  M.  Roberts,  of  Taos,  says  of  the  small-pox : 

“ It  is  estimated  that  at  least  one  thousand  five  hundred  persons,  mostly 
children,  died  out  of  a population  of  thirteen  thousand  in  this  county. 
Not  less  than  seven  hundred  green  graves  may  be  counted  within  this  little 
valley.  The  pestilence  began  about  the  last  of  September  and  continued 
until  the  middle  of  February  1878.  During  the  month  of  December 
there  was  scarcely  a house  in  all  this  region  that  was  not  an  hospital.  We 
had  our  share  of  it.  First  I had  it  myself,  but  very  lightly.  Then  our 
two  youngest  children,  and  wThen  they  began  to  recover  the  other  two 
were  taken  with  it.  I had  no  school  during  the  month  of  December.”

SELF-SUPPORTING. 

Ackley,  Iowa,  December  29th,  1877. 

This  is  the  final  report  of  the  Ackley  Church  to  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions.  As  I have  intimated  before,  we  propose  to  go  alone  from  this 
time  forth,  God  being  our  help.  I hope  though  we  will  not  be,  as  many  of 
our  self-supporting  churches  are,  which  have  received  aid,  so  independent 
as  to  forget  our  obligations  to  the  mother  in  the  days  to  come.  I trust  this 
people,  as  I know  some  of  them  do,  will  ever  entertain  feelings  of  loyalty 
to  the  agency  that  has  so  aided  them. 

The  first  week  in  December,  the  District  Sunday-school  Convention  met 
in  our  church,  and  the  sessions  proved  very  beneficial,  to  our  church  es- 
pecially. We  followed  the  convention  with  a week  of  services,  and  there 
was  considerable  general  interest.  Our  people  were  aroused  and  ener- 
gized, and  some  eight  to  ten  conversions  were  made.  All  of  them  will 
come  to  our  Church  eventually,  I think,  as  they  are  in  the  congregation. 
We  expect  to  observe  the  Week  of  Prayer,  and,  further  than  that,  we 
have  no  further  arrangements  made ; but  I calculate  to  have  an  effort 
made  for  special  work.  G.  E. 

West  Union,  Iowa,  November  1st,  1877. 

I may  report  for  the  quarter  that  is  passed  a good  degree  of  success.  Spirit- 
ually the  church  seems  to  be  in  a better  condition  ; since  the  last  report  five 
have  been  added  to  the  church,  two  on  confession  and  three  by  certificate. 
But  amoug  the  members  themselves  the  growth  has  been  stronger.  There 
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is  a much  better  spirit  manifested — the  members  are  growing  nearer  to- 
gether, and  it  is  to  be  hoped  nearer  to  Christ  also. 

The  obstacles  to  a Christian  life  in  West  Union  are  great.  Infidelity  is 
rank,  and  even  among  the  church  members  the  atmosphere  of  unbelief  has 
had  its  influence.  I do  not  think  there  is  one  in  the  church  who  does  not 
trust  in  Christ  alone  for  salvation ; but  the  great  power  wThich  infidelity 
has  here,  has  led  many  to  despair  of  accomplishing  much  in  opposition. 
But  they  seem  greatly  encouraged  and  ready  for  a thorough  campaign 
this  winter. 

Intemperance  has  also  greatly  increased.  There  are  now  eight  or  nine 
saloons  in  town.  No  temperance  work  has  ever  succeeded  well ; but  we 
are  to  try  again  this  year. 

Last  month  we  established  the  monthly  concert.  It  is  my  intention 
that  the  people  shall  know  what  the  church  is  doing.  We  take  up,  the 
first  Sabbath  of  every  month,  a collection  for  some  one  of  the  Boards, 
intending  to  report  next  spring  something  for  every  department  of  church 
work.  To  bring  these  objects  of  benevolence  mor^  into  the  sympathy  of 
the  people  I have  instituted  this  monthly  concert. 

Our  church  building  has  been  repaired,  the  ladies  undertaking  to  raise 
the  money  for  that  purpose.  We  have  now,  without  doubt,  the  prettiest 
audience  room  in  town.  There  has  been  nothing  in  all  these  weeks  to 
mar  the  good  feeling  and  harmony  of  the  church.  I have  never  been  in 
a town  where  the  members  of  the  church  stood  by  one  another  as  they  do 
here.  There  seems  to  be  genuine  love  among  the  brethren.  This  feeling 
shows  itself  in  business,  in  social  gatherings,  and  even  in  the  gossip  of  the 
neighborhood. 

As  regards  other  points,  Randalia  is  showing  a better  spirit  than  at  any 
time  since  I have  been  here.  Farther  south,  at  Maynard,  a Presbyterian 
Church  is  building.  I laid  the  corner-stone,  and  feel  much  interested  in 
it,  as  I am  the  nearest  minister  of  our  Church.  They  are  supplied  by  a 
United  Presbyterian  clergyman.  The  prospect  is  fair  for  a good  church. 
Next  summer,  should  I still  be  in  this  field,  there  will  be  an  opening  east 
of  town  about  five  miles  where  service  can  be  conducted.  It  is  a neigh- 
borhood of  substantial  farmers,  who  are  living  without  any  religious  in- 
struction. Called  out  there  to  officiate  at  a wedding,  the  subject  was 
broached,  and  since  then  arrangements  have  been  made  to  start  a meeting 
there  next  summer,  if  the  way  is  open. 

This  charge  is  almost  like  a Methodist  circuit.  We  have  no  nearer 
church  of  our  order  than  Sumner,  twenty  miles  away.  In  the  other  di- 
rections we  can  go  farther.  I have  members  twenty-two  miles  from  here. 
It  does  one  good  to  visit  them ; they  seem  so  perfectly  delighted  to  see  a 
Presbyterian  pastor.  Many  pleasant  thoughts  flock  into  my  mind  as  I 
remember  the  scattered  sheep  of  our  fold.  W.  O.  R. 


KANSAS. 

ABUNDANT  IN  LABORS. 

Iuka,  Kansas,  January  1st,  1878. 

According  to  the  terms  of  my  commission,  dated  October  1st,  1877,  I 
will  attempt  to  prepare  for  you  my  first  quarterly  report.  In  doing  so,  it 
may  be  well  for  me  to  give  you  a brief  description  of  the  field  upon  which 
I am  laboring,  as  well  as  the  work  that  I am  trying  to  do.  Iuka,  the 
little  town  in  which  I live,  is  in  the  centre  of  Pratt  County,  Kansas,  and 
will  most  probably  become  the  county-seat  when  the  county  shall  be  or- 
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ganized.  The  first  house  was  built  in  this  town  some  time  in  last  August, 
and  the  claim  upon  which  it  is  located  was  filed  on  in  June,  when  there 
was  not  a house  within  a radius  of  twelve  miles.  Now  there  are  at  least 
thirty  families  in  the  town  and  immediate  vicinity.  Pratt  County  is  one 
of  the  best  counties  in  the  state,  and  the  immigration  will  no  doubt  be  very 
large  during  the  coming  year.  Iuka  is  forty  miles  south  of  Great  Bend 
and  nearly  sixty  miles  south-west  from  Hutchinson.  At  present  there  is 
no  organized  church  in  this  place  and  no  religious  services  except  such  as 
are  held  by  myself.  We  expect  to  organize  a church  here  in  a few  weeks, 
and  will  have  fifteen  or  eighteen  persons  in  it.  I am  also  keeping  up  a 
Sabbath-school  numbering  from  twenty-five  to  thirty  persons.  Harper  is 
situated  in  Harper  County,  about  seventy  miles  south-east  of  Iuka  and 
about  sixty  miles  west,  or  rather  south-west  from  Wichita.  It  is  the  only 
town  in  the  county,  and  can  hardly  fail  to  become  the  county-seat  when 
the  county  is  organized.  I think  that  the  first  house  was  built  in  this 
town  last  April ; I can  now  count  thirty-two  houses  whilst  standing  in  one 
place  upon  the  town  site.  We  organized  a Presbyterian  Church  here  in 
October,  and  it  now  numbers  eighteen  persons,  ten  males  and  eight  females. 
There  are  still  others  on  the  ground  who  expect  to  unite  with  us  at  our 
next  communion  season.  The  people  there  have  subscribed  about  $400 
towards  building  a house  of  worship.  With  a little  assistance  from  abroad 
they  will  attempt  to  erect  a small  building  early  in  the  summer.  We 
need  a church  there  very  badly.  Ours  is  the  only  church  organization  in 
Harper  County.  We  organized  a Sabbath-school  there  in  the  fall,  but 
discontinued  it  during  the  winter.  We  will  reorganize  early  in  the  spring. 
On  my  way  from  Iuka  to  Harper  I pass  through  Medicine  Lodge,  the 
county-seat  of  Barbour  County.  I preach  there  on  Friday  night  as  I go 
to  Harper,  and  again  as  I return.  This  town  is  situated  about  thirty-five 
miles  south-east  of  Iuka,  and  contains  twenty-jive  or  thirty  houses.  It  has 
rather  a bad  reputation-  abroad,  but  the  people  have  thus  far  treated  me 
with  uniform  kindness  and  have  listened  most  respectfully  to  my  message. 
The  Methodists  and  United  Brethren  have  had  church  organizations  there, 
but  neither  denomination  is  now  supplied  with  a pastor. 

I am  also  preaching  at  Haynesville,  a small  settlement,  twelve  or  four- 
teen miles  north-east  from  Iuka,  and  in  another  small  settlement  about 
twelve  miles  east  of  Haynesville.  There  are  a few  Presbyterians  at  both 
these  settlements,  and  we  will  soon  be  able  to  organize  at  the  latter  place. 
Not  a few  of  these  people  are  intelligent,  industrious  and  energetic,  and 
in  a few  years  they  will  regain  their  lost  fortunes,  and  with  a little  encou- 
ragement now,  they  will  do  noble  work  for  Christ  in  time  to  come ; but 
they  are  now  poor.  Some  of  them  live  in  sod-houses  or  dug-outs.  A con- 
siderable number  gather  up  buffalo  bones  on  the  prairies  and  haul  them 
seventy-five  or  eighty  miles,  and  sell  them  that  they  may  secure  provisions 
and  clothing  for  themselves  and  families.  A.  A.

SUSTENTATION  DEPARTMENT. 


Versailles,  Ind.,  Jan.  30th,  1878. 

Dear  Brethren  : — The  quarter  which  is  just  closing  has  been  one  of 
severe  labor,  but  it  has  not  been  in  vain.  I began  a series  of  meetings  here 
at  Versailles  about  the  middle  of  November.  Rev.  A.  T.  Rankin,  of 
Kingston,  Ind.,  was  with  me  two  weeks.  The  meetings  were  well 
attended  and  much  interest  felt  in  the  community.  There  were  no  addi- 
tions to  the  Church,  however,  excepting  one  by  letter.  I felt  much  disap- 
pointed, but  not  discouraged.  Ground  has  been  broken  up  and  seed  sown 
which  will  certainly  result  in  a rich  harvest.  I can  see  more  reverence  for 
sacred  things  on  the  part  of  the  ungodly,  and  the  impenitent  are  more 
willing  to  converse  on  religious  subjects.  The  Sabbath-school  is  in  a more 
flourishing  condition  than  ever  before.  It  is  not  large,  but  is  doing  a good 
work.  The  Church  here  have  promptly  met  their  financial  obligations  for 
the  quarter. 

I have  also  held  a series  of  meetings  at  Dillsboro,  resulting  in  good.  As 
the  result  of  two  weeks’  preaching  and  personal  visitation  nine  have  identi- 
tified  themselves  with  the  Church  already,  and  two  others  have  given  me 
their  names  as  wishing  to  come  before  the  session  for  examination  at  our 
next  meeting.  Several  others  are  almost  persuaded  to  accept  Christ.  We 
are  using  the  Lutheran  church,  and  were  obliged  to  give  way  at  the  end  of 
two  weeks,  for  some  of  their  regular  meetings.  We  expect  to  gather  more 
fruit  yet.  We  have  gained  a firmer  hold  in  the  affections  of  the  whole 
community.  With  two  exceptions  all  those  who  have  united  with  the 
Church  are  young  people — children  of  Christian  parents  already  in  our 
Church.

Warsaw,  Illinois. 

Dear  Brethren  : — This  is  my  first  quarterly  report,  since  receiving 
commission  from  the  Missionary  Department  of  Sustentation.  You  will 
permit  me  to  extend  to  you  my  own,  and  the  thanks  of  this  Church  for  the 
aid  granted.  Without  it  I see  not  how  we  could  have  continued  service 
here  another  year.  Our  Church  in  the  past  few  years  has  been  depleted 
by  the  removal  of  many  of  our  best  and  ablest  members.  They  have  gone 
to  strengthen  other  Churches,  mostly  in  the  larger  cities.  In  the  last  three 
or  four  years  we  have  had  quite  an  accession  of  young  people.  They  are 
nearly  every  one  gone  from  us.  They  go  to  other  more  flourishing  places, . 
and  yet  the  place  must  not  be  abandoned.  We  have  a good  house  of 
worship,  out  of  debt,  good  organ  and  bell,  and  have  recently  had  a legacy 
left  us  of  one  thousand  dollars,  which  we  hope  will  be  available  within  one 
year  from  this  time,  though  the  Church  can  use  only  the  interest,  as  it  was 
to  be  a permanent  fund.  We  hope  for  better  times  in  the  future.  J.  C.  O. 


New  London,  Iowa,  February  20,  1878. 

The  three  months  ending  January  31st  were  filled  with  active  labor  and 
attended  with  a good  degree  of  success.  Beginning  with  the  Week  of 
Prayer,  we  held  Union  services  with  the  Baptist  and  Methodist  Protestant 
Churches,  which  continued  for  more  than  four  weeks.  As  a result  of  this 
effort,  Christians  were  revived  and  led  to  consecrate  themselves  anew  to  the- 
Master’s  work — and  on  last  Sabbath  eight  persons  were  received  into  our 
Church  on  profession  of  their  faith  in  Christ — five  of  whom  were  heads  of 
families.  This  makes  eleven  during  the  year  thus  far,  instead  of  three  as 
on  the  other  side  of  this  report.  We  feel  encouraged  to  go  forward.  The. 
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Church  is  now  actively  engaged  in  the  effort  to  raise  the  amount  necessary 
for  next  year.  Hope  they  can  comply  with  the  rules  of  the  Board  in  that 
respect,  but  have  some  reason  to  fear,  on  account  of  partial  failure  of 
crops  in  this  locality.  You  may  be  assured  our  Church  will  do  its  best. 

Montrose,  Iowa. 

The  failure  of  crops,  in  part,  the  past  year,  has  made  money  matters 
very  cJose.  Our  little  Church  is  trying  to  do  her  best  in  the  way  of  sup- 
porting the  Gospel.  The  contribution  to  the  Boards  averaged  sixty-two 
and  a half  cents  per  member  last  year,  hope  to  bring  it  up  to  nearly  a 
dollar  this.  The  temperance  cause,  under  the  red,  white,  and  blue  ribbon 
badge,  has  been  carrying  everything  before  it,  the  past  few  weeks,  and 
bids  fair  to  be  lasting ; is  evidently  preparing  the  way  for  the  Gospel.  We 
have  been  working  heart  and  hand  in  this  good  cause.  Hope  to  be  able  to 
report  blessed  results  therefrom — as  a fore-runner  of  a triumphant  work  of 
grace— for  which  we  hope  and  pray,  and  will  continue  to  labor.  Brethren, 
pray  for  us,  that  we  may  fully  realize  our  fondest  anticipations  in  a revival 
of  religion  in  our  midst.

It  gives  us  pleasure  to  acknowledge  a third  instalment  of  £10  from  a 
missionary  in  China  towards  refunding  the  amount  furnished  him  by  the 
Board  of  Education  in  aid  of  his  preparation  for  the  ministry.  He  adds : 
“ You  are  doing  a noble  work  and  may  God  bless  you.”  It  is  an  encourag- 
ing testimonial.  Would  that  the  Churches  fully  appreciated  the  value 
both  to  the  world  and  the  Church  of  the  work  it  is  doing  in  contributing  to 
put  such  men  as  he  is  into  the  Gospel  ministry. 


TESTIMONIALS  IN  REGARD  TO  CANDIDATES. 

W rites  a Professor  from  one  of  our  oldest  and  best  colleges : “ If  the 

contributors  to  the  Board  of  Education  knew  how  useful  and  necessary  to 
these  youth  their  gifts  are,  there  would  be  no  difficulty,  even  in  these  hard 
times,  to  contribute  the  amount  necessary  to  ensure  the  fourth  quarter’s 
payment.  With  the  exception  of  one  only,  whose  habits  I do  not  know 
and  therefore  can  not  speak  of  definitely,  all  the  candidates  here  are 
extremely  economical  in  their  expenditures.  The  most  of  them  are  also 
young  men  of  a stamp  that  gives  promise  of  more  than  usual  success  in  the 
ministry.”  Another  Professor  writes  from  a seminary  where  thirty-eight 
students  are  aided  by  the  Board : “ Our  list  of  beneficiaries  embrace  the 

best  men  in  the  seminary.  Their  average  standing  is  very  high.”  A Pre- 
sident appends  the  following  to  a Report  which  announces  one  student  as 
the  “ head  of  his  class,”  three  as  “ very  high,”  and  none  below  “ medium.” 
“ The  boys  are  all  doing  well  this  year.  Some  noble  fellows  among  them.” 
Such  is  the  general  tenor  of  the  Reports.  Exceptions  indeed  there  are, 
especially  in  those  institutions  whose  principle  it  is  to  put  the  most  pro- 
mising students  on  “ scholarships  ” leaving  the  others  to  be  aided  by  the 
Board.  But  it  is  the  steadily  strengthening  purpose  of  the  Board  to  aid 
none  who  do  not  give  marked  promise  of  usefulness  in  the  ministry.  In 
this  purpose  the  Board  earnestly  solicits  the  concurrence  of  Presbyteries 
and  Professors. 
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CANDIDATES  FOR  THE  MINISTRY. 

AMONG  THE  FREEDMEN. 

It  is  upon  this  class  that  the  probable  failure  of  our  fourth  appropriation 
will  tell  most  severely.  They  have  but  little  means  apart  from  what  the 
Board  gives,  and  are  all  practising  the  closest  economy.  The  loss  of  the 
little  they  are  receiving  will  therefore  compel  many  to  suspend  their 
studies  and  go  to  work.  This  will  derange  their  system  of  instruction  and 
delay  their  ordination — a result  most  to  be  deprecated  at  this  juncture 
when  every  one  is  needed  to  help  to  man  the  churches  we  are  organizing 
among  the  freedmen.  Too  many  ministers  already  employed  are  very  ill 
prepared  for  their  work  and  are  only  tolerated  until  better  men  can  be  ob- 
tained ; and  these  ought  to  be  furnished  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 
Any  interruption  of  study  in  our  candidates  ought  therefore  to  be  obviated 
as  much  as  possible. 


LINCOLN  UNIVERSITY,  OXFORD,  PA. 

Among  the  institutions  for  the  training  of  our  colored  students,  the  first, 
in  age  and  size,  in  the  largeness  of  its  endowments  and  the  completeness  of 
its  appointments,  is  Lincoln  University,  in  Chester  county,  Pa.  It  con- 
tains three  courses  of  instruction — the  Preparatory,  Collegiate,  and  Theolo- 
gical, and  the  design,  now  pretty  effectively  realized,  is  to  make  education 
in  all  these  courses  of  the  highest  grade.  A guarantee  for  this  is  given  us 
in  the  character  and  abilities  of  the  Professors  employed.  The  Rev.  I.  M. 
Rendall,  D.D.,  is  the  President,  and  associated  with  him  as  Professors  are 
the  Rev.  E.  R.  Bower,  C.  T\.  Gregory,  D.D.,  I.  W.  Cattell,  G.  T.  W oodhull, 
C.  C.  Dickey,  and  J.  B.  Rendall,  all  ministers  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
Under  their  care  there  are  now  in  the  Preparatory  School  thirty  students, 
in  College,  divided  among  four  classes,  forty-three  students,  and  in  the 
Theological  department,  twenty-two  students.  Twenty-six  of  these  are 
aided  by  the  Board. 

For  accommodating  the  members  of  the  institution  there  are  public 
buildings  sufficient  to  lodge  two  hundred  students — all  built  of  brick,  sub- 
stantial and  durable — and  four  houses  for  Professors ; the  whole  valued  at 
$100,000.  These  are  situated  on  an  eligible  spot  about  four  miles  from 
Oxford,  and  form  a community  by  itself.  There  is  nothing  in  the  neigh- 
borhood to  tempt  the  student  from  his  studies  or  beguile  him  into  vicious 
habits.  Lincoln  University  is  emphatically  a literary  retreat,  having  its 
own  distinct  advantages  for  the  diligent  and  uninterrupted  pursuit  of 
knowledge  and  the  cultivation  of  piety. 

The  chief  drawback  to  the  institution  is  the  lack  of  funds  for  the  proper 
support  of  the  teachers.  The  income  from  all  endowments  amounts  to  no 
more  than  $5,000,  while  its  current  expenses  exceed  this  sum  by  $12,000. 
For  meeting  this  excess  it  must  rely  upon  the  voluntary  contributions  of 
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the  churches.  Such  a support  is  necessarily  precarious,  and  any  falling 
off  of  contributions  endangers  the  regular  operation  of  the  whole  system  of 
instruction.  It  is  evident  that  no  institution  can  thrive  on  such  a tenure. 
What  is  needed  is  the  completion  of  its  endowment  so  that  its  operation 
can  be  put  on  a sound  basis. 

Moreover,  inasmuch  as  there  is  no  town  near  to  furnish  the  students 
with  convenient  employment  for  self-help,  it  must  be  seen  that  any  suspen- 
sion of  appropriations  for  the  more  needy  must  either  bring  an  extra 
burden  of  expense  on  the  institution  or  necessitate  an  interruption  of  study 
— a thing  greatly  to  be  deprecated.  Let,  therefore,  those  who  feel  an 
interest  in  this  class  of  our  beneficiaries  give  us  their  special  aid.  The 
movement  in  behalf  of  our  freedmen  must  not  be  allowed  to  pause  now. 
Urgent  motives  demand  that  it  be  pushed  on  with  ever-increasing  force 
and  volume.  There  are  rivals  on  the  field  contending  sharply  with  all 
evangelical  denominations  for  the  supremacy,  and  we  cannot  afford  to  relax 
effort.  Africa  too,  is  opening  her  deep  concealments  and  inviting  coloni- 
zation and  evangelization  by  those  of  her  sons  who  seem  to  have  been 
brought  here,  as  the  Israelites  were  to  Egypt,  to  acquire  under  severe  dis- 
cipline the  elements  of  a true  political  and  religious  life,  and  to  bear  them 
back  to  their  ancestral  homes.  And  ours  is  the  duty  to  see  to  it  that  the 
returning  exiles  go  back  well  furnished.  Let  Lincoln  University  then  be 
fully  endowed.  Let  its  students  be  fully  sustained,  so  that  the  churches 
shall  have  no  lack  of  educated  ministers  and  missionaries.  Nor  must 
“ Biddle  Memorial  ” in  North  Carolina,  be  forgotten.  Nor  the  Theological 
School  in  connection  with  Howard  University,  Washington,  where  a goodly 
number  of  students  are  being  trained  under  self-denying  and  laborious 
teachers.  All  deserve  and  all  should  have  a firm  support  from  the 
churches. 


CONDITION  OF  THE  TREASURY. 

Up  to  this  time,  March  1st,  the  sum  total  of  contributions  for  the  Church 
to  the  Board  exceed  those  of  last  year  at  the  same  date  I y about  $513.00. 
This  fact  is  encouraging.  It  is  a great  thing  to  more  than  hold  our  own  in 
these  times  of  financial  distress.  Yet,  in  order  to  pay  the  March  appro- 
priations the  Board  was  obliged  to  increase  its  debt  to  $14,000,  a pretty 
heavy  sum.  Of  course  until  this  debt  is  cancelled,  the  Board  cannot  think 
of  paying  the  4th  instalment  to  students,  and  they  will  be  placed  in  the 
same  condition  as  that  of  last  year.  We  had  been  encouraged  to  hope  for 
better  things,  but  have  been  disappointed ; and  anticipate  with  deep  regret 
the  distress  which  must  follow  to  a large  number.  And  these  are  men 
wdiom  the  Church  are  at  this  day  sorely  needing  for  their  pastorates  and 
mission  services.  In  view  of  this  fact  the  question  suggests  itself  whether 
churches  who  are  backward  in  assisting  men  into  the  ministry  can  fairly 
count  upon  obtaining  such  a minister  as  they  wish  when  they  need  one.

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RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Death  of  Mrs.  Goheen. — It  is  with  much  regret  we  have  to  report 
the  death  of  Mrs.  Goheen,  wife  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  M.  Goheen,  of  Kola- 
pore,  India.  She  died  at  her  station  on  the  17th  of  January,  after  a 
lingering  illness,  of  consumption.  As  all  who  knew  her  life  would  expect, 
her  death  was  peaceful,  and  she  was  supported  through  all  her  sufferings 
by  a good  hope  through  grace.  Her  early  departure  is  one  of  the  myste- 
ries of  Providence.  Sincere  sympathy  is  felt  for  her  bereaved  husband 
and  relatives  and  the  other  members  of  the  mission. 

Notices  of  Missionaries. — The  Rev.  W.  L.  Whipple  and  his  family 
have  arrived  from  Oroomiah,  their  return  being  caused  by  the  serious  and 
long-continued  illness  of  Mrs.  Whipple.  We  are  glad  to  learn  that  hope 
is  now  entertained  of  her  recovery ; in  this  event  they  will  gladly  return 
to  their  work  in  Persia.  The  arrival  in  India  of  Rev.  A.  Brodhead,  D.D., 
and  Miss  Walsh  is  reported.  In  October  last  the  Rev.  William  P.  Bar- 
ker, formerly  of  the  Kolapore  Mission,  but  compelled  to  return  to  this 
country  on  account  of  his  health,  received  a temporary  appointment  to 
the  Seneca  Mission.  His  health  still  improving,  it  is  hoped  that  he  and 
Mrs.  Barker  will  be  able  to  remain  permanently  in  the  service  of  the 
Seneca,  Tonawanda  and  Tuscarora  Indians.  Their  station  will  be  Upper 
Cattaraugus. 

Added  to  the  Church. — The  Rev.  W.  Hamilton  reports  one  new 
communicant  among  the  Omahas ; one  member  had  died  ; the  whole  num- 
ber, still  thirty-nine.  Mr.  J.  C.  Ballagh  speaks  of  thirteen  new  members 
received  at  Yokohama,  Japan,  and  several  inquirers.  Rev.  H.  Corbett 
reports  one  hundred  and  twelve  new  members  received  during  the  year 
in  the  Shantung  Mission,  and  sixty  children  baptized.  Rev.  H.  H.  Jes- 
sup, D.  D.,  speaks  of  ninety-one  new  communicants  received  in  the  Syria 
Mission  during  the  year.  Rev.  O.  J.  Hardin  mentions  the  admission  of 
two  new  members  at  Gherzooz,  of  the  same  mission.  Rev.  D.  M.  Hazlett 
reports  thirteen  new  members  received  by  the  church  of  Rio  de  Janeiro 
since  the  first  of  January. 

Chapels  erected  and  opened  for  religious  worship.  In  Oakland, 
Cal.,  a chapel  has  been  built  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  I.  M.  Condit 
for  the  Chinese  Mission.  The  opening  services  were  conducted  by  several 
ministers,  aDd  were  of  great  interest.  A large  number  of  Americans  and 
of  Chinamen  were  present.  A Chinese  church  may  soon  be  organized, 
which  will  receive  the  Chinese  communicants  now  connected  with  Dr. 
Eells’  church — a church  and  its  pastor  warmly  engaged  in  promoting  the 
success  of  this  work.  In  Jedetha,  near  Zahleh,  Syria,  a chapel  has  been 
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built  through  the  efforts  of  the  Rev.  G.  F.  Dale,  Jr.  Rev.  Dr.  Jessup 
preached  the  dedication  sermon ; the  house  was  crowded  by  people  of 
various  religious  sects,  including  Mohammedans,  and  the  occasion  was  one 
of  marked  encouragement.  ' 

A NATIVE  PASTOR  settled —The  church  of  Ningpo,  China,  has  called 
one  of  the  native  ministers  to  be  its  pastor,  and  has  engaged  to  provide 
for  his  salary  without  aid  from  the  mission.  In  their  very  limited  cir- 
cumstances, this  is  quite  an  onward  movement.

WILL  THE  MISSION  YEAR  END  WELL? 

Just  now,  March  13th,  the  prospect  of  ending  the  year,  on  the  first  of 
next  May,  without  serious  embarrassment,  is  certainly  not  encouraging. 
See  the  preceding  paragraph.  But  before  the  year  ends  there  will  be 
seven  Sabbath  days,  or  at  least  five,  after  this  number  of  the  Record 
reaches  its  readers.  Now  if  our  brethren  of  the  Church  Sessions  will 
take  the  case  in  hand,  all  will  be  well.  For  then  all  our  congregations 
shall  have  the  opportunity  of  helping  to  build  up  the  Kingdom  of  Christ 
by  their  gifts  as  well  as  by  their  prayers ; and  all  our  Christian  people 
may  give  as  the  Lord  has  prospered  them  to  send  the  Gospel  to  souls  in 
darkness  and  the  shadow  of  death.  Be  these  gifts  large  or  small,  let 
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them  not  be  kept  back.  Especially  would  we  hope  that  churches  and 
church  members,  thus  far  non-contributing,  will  now  join  their  Christian 
brethren  in  this  work.  The  times  are  hard  to  many,  but  our  gifts  for 
Christ’s  sake  will  surely  not  make  them  harder,  nor  will  they  lose  their 
reward. 


MISSION  FIELDS.— I. 

We  often  think  that  our  Church  is  greatly  favored  in  its  Mission  Fields. 
Not  so  much  because  some  of  our  missions  are  in  countries  of  large  popu- 
lation, and  call  for  a large  average  number  of  laborers ; our  duty  to  many 
or  to  few  depends  chiefly  on  the  access  to  them  which  God  gives  us.  Nor 
so  much  because  some  of  the  missions  reach  quick-witted,  polished,  inter- 
esting people,  Itnd  some  of  our  work  extends  to  the  dwellers  in  zenanas  or 
in  palaces;  our  Saviour’s  instructions  and  example,  and  the  history  of 
apostolic  missions  point  us  equally  or  even  more  to  the  poor,  the  unattrac- 
tive, the  base,  or  the  degraded.  Nor  is  it  because  our  missions  set  before 
us  a well  proportioned,  symmetrical  work,  complete  in  all  its  parts ; the 
case  is  far  otherwise,  nor  need  we  regret  it  if  only  we  are  following  the 
footsteps  of  our  Saviour.  But  in  these  missions  we  see  the  Providence  of 
God,  marking  out  for  us  our  part  of  the  work  by  which  we  are  to  glorify 
the  Lord  J esus.  See  for  example : — 

1.  Our  missions  to  the  Indians.  1.  These  aboriginal  tribes  are  near  to  us. 
2.  We  dwell  on  land  once  theirs.  3.  They  have  been  sadly  injured  by  our 
countrymen.  4.  They  can  seldom  look  to  the  Christian  people  of  other  coun- 
tries for  the  Gospel.  In  these  brief  sentences,  we  see  urgent  reasons  of 
Providence  for  our  taking  a special  interest  in  the  work  of  Indian  Missions. 
No  more  may  we  pass  them  by  unrelieved  than  we  would  the  poor  of  our 
street  while  sending  relief  to  famishing  multitudes  at  a distance.  ' Besides, 
we  should  weigh  the  lesson  of  our  own  history  as  a Church  in  this  Indian 
work.  From  the  beginning  many  of  our  people  took  a deep  interest  in 
the  salvation  of  the  Indians ; noble  efforts  were  made,  but  too  often  they 
were  made  without  much  system  or  endurance,  and  without  due  adapta- 
tion to  the  desired  end.  They  were  not  fruitless,  but  they  were  not 
encouraging.  Then  followed,  many  years  ago,  the  adoption  of  the  same 
methods  as  are  pursued  among  other  heathen  peoples,  and  our  Church 
witnessed  excellent  success  among  Cherokees,  Choctaws,  Creeks,  Seminoles, 
Chippewas,  and  Dakotas.  When  the  nature  of  the  work,  which  is  to  a 
large  degree  alien  from  our  domestic  work,  was  rightly  understood,  and 
when  the  right  means  were  used,  with  God’s  blessing  the  best  results  were 
secured.  What  remains  now  but  that  similar  efforts  be  put  forth  for  other 
unevangelized  tribes  ? The  nature  of  the  work  to  be  done  forbids  our  going 
back  to  the  former  methods ; and  the  fruits  reaped  betoken  the  coming 
time  when  Indian  Missions  will  be  merged  in  the  common  work  of  our 
people  who  speak  the  English  language. 

2.  One  of  our  earliest  missions  was  the  African — at  first  in  Liberia,  and 
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then  near  the  Equator  on  the  Western  coast,  both  being  still  occupied. 
In  both  cases  the  objective  point  was  Africa  inland.  And  here  again  we 
find  reasons  of  Providence  for  our  missionary  work,  reasons  not  far  to 
seek.  If  the  people  of  Africa  themselves  were  not  here,  their  children 
were,  in  large  numbers.  Their  presence  turned  the  attention  of  our 
people  to  the  region  so  long  ravaged  by  the  slave  trade.  This  “ field  ” was 
easily  reached,  lying  across  our  eastern  ocean.  And  it  was  hoped  that 
many  of  our  colored  people  might  be  prepared  here  to  carry  the  Gospel  to 
the  land  of  their  forefathers.  Our  Church  could  not  do  less  than  enter 
upon  missionary  work  in  Western  Africa.  As  to  the  laborers  in  this  field, 
however,  let  us  not  be  mistaken.  It  is  their  qualifications  we  must  look  to 
chiefly,  not  their  complexion.  Moreover,  as  to  the  latter,  in  late  O.  S. 
missions  it  was  ascertained  that  colored  missionaries  no  less  than  white  gave 
way  under  the  unfriendly  climatic  influences  of  the  Western  coast.  It  is 
also  certain  that  white  men  and  women  too,  of  right  adaptation  to  the 
climate,  can  and  do  live  and  prove  to  be  useful  laborers  there  for  many 
years.  But  in  Africa  as  everywhere  else  we  must  aim  chiefly  at  raising 
up  laborers  in  the  field  itself,  and  hence  the  importance  of  our  work  of 
missionary  education.  We  enter  into  no  details,  but  we  must  not  omit  to 
refer  to  the  opening  prospect  of  soon  being  able  to  go  into  the  interior. 
Never  before  was  this  prospect  so  encouraging.  “Ethiopia  shall  soon 
stretch  out  her  hands  unto  God.” 


A MISSIONARY’S  WORK  AND  DEEP  AFFLICTION. 

Though  not  intended  for  publication,  we  yet  insert  the  following  letter 
of  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Goheen,  of  Kolapore,  India,  dated  December  22d,  1877. 
The  first  part  of  it  relates  to  the  patient  work  of  a missionary’s  first  year 
after  reaching  his  station.  The  latter  part  of  it  will  be  read  with  the 
sincerest  sympathy  for  our  afflicted  friends.  Since  this  letter  was  written 
the  sore  bereavement  has  taken  place,  as  referred  to  elsewhere.  Great  is 
their  sorrow.  Great  also  is  the  grace  and  blessed  hope  given  unto  them. 

“My  time  has  been  spent  so  far  as  I was  able  in  studying  the  language. 
The  last  half  of  the  year  I have  had  charge  of  two  of  the  weekly  meet- 
ings in  the  home  chapel,  the  Friday  and  Sabbath  afternoon  meetings,  and 
so  long  as  I could  leave  Mrs.  Goheen,  also  the  Wednesday  evening  prayer- 
meeting. 

“ Since  the  rains  set  in,  we  have  held  a daily  prayer-meeting  in  our  house 
for  the  benefit  of  our  servants  and  any  others  who  happened  to  join  us. 
These  meetings  I trust  have  not  been  in  vain.  We  took  up  the  Gospel  of 
John,  read  a portion  each  day  in  turn,  and  I then  tried  to  explain  to 
those  present  the  verses  read.  God’s  Spirit  was  present  and  many  times 
our  little  room  was  a ‘Bochim.’  One  of  our  regular  attendants,  a few  days 
before  our  last  communion,  expressed  to  me  his  desire  to  be  baptized,  but 
feared  if  he  were  to  be  baptized  before  his  wife,  who  is  yet  too  young  to 
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live  with  him,  that  her  parents  and  friends  would  refuse  to  give  her  to 
him.  I had  learned  that  it  was  her  desire  also  to  become  a Christian.  So 
I told  him  to  talk  to  her,  and  if  she  were  willing  I would  advise  them  both 
to  come  out  and  be  separate  from  their  friends  and  the  world,  reminding 
him  that  God  would  honor  those  that  honor  Him.  But  when  the  time 
came  they  both  stood  back.  So  here  also  they  begin  with  one  accord  to 
make  excuse ; one  says,  ‘ I have  married  a wife  and  therefore  cannot  come/ 
At  our  first  communion  six  new  members  joined  us.  So  we  have  good 
reason  to  thank  God  and  take  courage.  We  know  He  has  many  precious 
souls  here  yet  to  be  gathered  in. 

You  have  doubtless  heard  of  Mrs.  Goheen’s  severe  illness  during  the 
early  part  of  the  year.  As  soon  as  she  wTas  strong  enough  the  doctor 
advised  us  to  go  to  Panalla,  which  we  did,  she  staying  most  of  the  hot 
season.  She  felt  very  much  better  and  stronger,  and  we  had  great  reason 
to  hope  that  she  would  enjoy  even  better  health  than  ever  before,  and  I 
may  truly  say  she  did  until  the  15th  of  September.  While  we  were  at 
church  in  town,  she  was  taken  suddenly  ill,  and  has  never  been  able  to 
leave  her  room  since  that  date,  except  one  day,  when  she  expressed  a 
strong  desire  to  be  taken  to  visit  the  Hulls,  about  two  months  ago.  We 
carried  her  up  and  back  on  an  invalid  chair.  She  enjoyed  the  visit  very 
much,  but  felt  weary  for  days  after.  She  has  borne  all  her  sickness  and 
pains  with  that  patience  and  meekness  which  only  a true  child  of  God  can. 
With  David,  she  daily  exclaims,  ‘It  is  good  for  me  that  I have  been 
afflicted.’  Truly  her  conversation  is  in  heaven,  and  she  is  patiently  await- 
ing the  Lord’s  own  time,  when  He  will  take  her  home.  Had  it  been  His 
will  she  would  have  stayed  longer  and  labored  for  Him.  But  she  hath 
done  what  she  could,  and  would  know  no  will  but  His.  I need  not  tell 
you  how  my  heart  aches.  The  doctor  told  me,  only  a few  days  after  she 
was  taken  ill,  that  all  human  efforts  to  restore  her  would  be  in  vain. 
God  has  been  my  strength  and  stay  else  I would  have  been  crushed  beneath 
the  burden.  Truly,  ‘ His  ways  are  not  as  our  ways,  nor  His  thoughts  as 
our  thoughts.’  Now  all  is  dark,  but  what  we  know  not  now  we  shall  know 
hereafter;  meanwhile,  may  the  Lord  give  us  grace  and  strength  at  all 
times  to  say,  ‘ Thy  will  be  done.’  The  Hulls  have  been  to  us,  truly,  friends 
in  need ; one  of  the  family  is  with  us  day  and  night.  The  Lord  will 
abundantly  bless  them  for  all  their  kindness.  Yours,  &c.,  J.  M.  G. 


THE  WORK  OF  THE  CHIPPEWA  MISSION,  FOR  1877. 

The  Rev.  I.  Baird  sends  a full  and  satisfactory  account  of  the  varied 
work  conducted  at  Odanah  during  the  last  year.  The  missionaries  are 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Baird,  Miss  Verbeck,  Miss  Dougherty,  and  Mr.  Blatchford. 
Lacking  space  for  particulars,  we  may  briefly  summarize  some  things 
from  the  report. 

A Day  School  was  regularly  kept  up  for  nine  months,  with  an  increased 
attendance — “ owing  to  the  giving  of  a daily  ration  at  the  close  of  school 
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each  day.”  The  small  expense  of  this  lunch  was  provided  out  of  certain 
unappropriated  funds,  obtained  through  the  Agent,  The  average  attend- 
ance of  scholars  was  fifty-one. 

The  Boarding  School  had  an  average  attendance  of  twenty-two  scholars, 
whose  progress  was  in  the  main  satisfactory.  “Children  much  more 
disposed  to  speak  English.”  [Towards  the  expense  of  these  boarding 
scholars  the  Government  appropriates  $100  a year  for  each]. 

Students  for  the  Ministry.  Four  young  men  were  received  by  the  Pres- 
bytery and  placed  under  Mr.  Baird’s  training.  Being  at  different  stages 
of  education,  their  instruction  requires  the  more  time.  One  of  them  fell 
before  temptation,  and  was  discontinued.  The  others  are  making  good 
progress  and  give  promise  of  much  usefulness.  Interesting  notices  of 
these  candidates  are  given,  but  are  too  personal  for  insertion  here. 

In  Itinerating  to  preach  the  Gospel  less  was  done  than  was  hoped  for, 
owing  to  the  pressure  of  work  at  the  station. 

The  study  of  the  language  is  still  prosecuted,  though  at  much  disad- 
vantage, owing  to  other  and  manifold  engagements.  A part  of  the  Church 
services,  visiting  the  sick,  etc.,  also  received  attention.  [The  report  of  the 
church  by  Mr.  Blatchford  will  be  given  elsewhere,  if  there  is  room.]. 

Prospect.  Mr.  Baird  concludes  his  report  by  saying : “ Fields  are  open 

and  inviting.  Men  and  means  are  sorely  needed.  Am  hurrying  to  equip 
men ; hope  the  means  will  be  speedily  forthcoming.  Many  are  clearly 
hungering  for  the  Word  of  life.  Two  stations  should  be  occupied  at  once* 
Heathenism  is  waning.  The  Gospel  is  taking  a firmer  hold  on  many 
hearts.  There  are  a few  dark  shadows,  but  there  are  signs  of  an  ap- 
proaching day.  May  it  speedily  come ! ” 


CHIPPEWA  CHURCH  AT  ODANAH  FOR  1877. 

This  report  was  written  by  the  native  pastor,  the  Rev.  Henry  Blatch- 
ford, who  was  ordained  a year  or  two  ago  by  the  Presbytery  of  Lake 
Superior. 

“ There  were  five  who  came  forward  and  made  a public  profession  of 
their  faith  in  Christ  and  were  received  into  the  church,  and  four  others 
made  application  but  have  not  as  yet  made  up  their  minds  fully  to  come 
forward,  in  joining  the  church.  Those  who  have  professed  to  begin  anew 
the  Christian  life,  and  those  who  are  still  halting,  need  a great  deal  of 
praying  for ; temptations  beset  them  upon  every  side.  Though  this  is  a 
time  of  great  trial  to  those  who  love  the  truth,  yet  we  hope  and  pray  that  they 
may  be  kept  through  faith  unto  salvation.  And  we  hope  that  the  seed  that 
has  been  sown  in  this  place  for  so  many  years,  and  which  I know  lies  in 
the  hearts  of  many,  will  some  day  bring  forth  fruit,  and  that  they  will 
become  true,  bold,  and  humble  confessors  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  of 
His  Gospel. 

“ Meetings  on  the  Sabbath  and  week  days  are  well  attended  by  both 
Christians  and  unbelievers ; though  many  of  our  church  members  were 
obliged  to  leave  in  search  of  employment  on  account  of  hard  times,  and 
consequently  are  deprived  of  attending  the  meetings.  The  distance  they 
have  to  go  to  find  work  is  twelve  miles  from  this  place ; sometimes  they 
come  over  to  attend  the  meetings  on  the  Sabbath  day,  and  sometimes  some 
of  the  elders  go  there  and  hold  meetings  with  them.  But  those  here  are 
very  punctual,  and  a solemn,  tender  feeling  is  manifest.  And  we  hope 
and  pray  that  the  Lord  may  pour  out  upon  us  the  Holy  Spirit.  It  makes 
me  feel  sad  when  I see  many  who  have  heard,  or  have  had  opportunity  to

hear,  the  good  news  of  salvation,  still  living  in  the  darkness  of  heathenism. 
But  when  I see  those  wdio  have  been  brought  into  the  glorious  light  of  the 
Gospel,  and  some  of  these  anxious  to  help  in  bringing  others  under  the 
same  influence,  I am  rejoiced  and  encouraged.  Pray  for  us  that  the  Lord 
may  pour  out  His  Spirit  upon  us  and  this  people  be  converted  to  Christ 
who  died  for  them. 


ENCOURAGEMENT  IN  JAPAN. 

The  Rev.  O.  M.  Green,  writing  in  Tokio,  or  Yedo,  January  9th,  men- 
tioned facts  of  much  interest,  showing  the  blessing  of  God  on  our  mis- 
sionary work.  We  quote  the  following  paragraph  : — 

“ I report,  with  gratitude,  God’s  mercy  in  continuing  to  make  His  word 
effectual  for  the  salvation  of  those  to  whom  we  make  it  known.  On  Sab- 
bath, the  9th  of  December,  one  young  man  was  admitted,  by  baptism,  to 
the  church  in  Shinagawa.  On  the  23d  ult.,  thirteen  were  baptized  and 
received  into  our  church  here.  Seven  of  them  were  pupils  from  Miss 
Youngman’s  school.  Two  of  the  others  were  women,  and  tour,  men. 

“ Mr.  Toda  reports,  that  there  are  several  applicants  for  baptism  in  the 
churches  of  Hoden  and  Omori.  He  appears  to  be  diligent  in  preaching  * 
the  gospel  in  those  places,  as  well  as  in  the  surrounding  villages.  Mr. 
Thompson  and  I think  we  ought  to  employ  evangelists,  and  send  them  to 
work  a few  weeks  or  months  alternately,  at  points  in  the  surrounding 
country,  where  we  may  establish  churches.  We  have  asked,  in  the  esti- 
mates, for  $250  for  itinerating.  Ogawa  San  was  out  a month  last  autumn, 
and  as  a result  of  his  labor,  there  are  ten  or  twelve  candidates  for  baptism, 
whom  he  expects  to  visit  in  a month  or  two  and  organize  into  a church. 
The  encouraging  fact  is,  that  we  have  so  many  young  men,  and  so  many 
good  places  for  them  to  labor  in,  that  it  is  hard  to  superintend  them  all 
satisfactorily. 

“ The  last  mission  meeting  was  the  best  we  have  ever  held.  We  are  grate- 
ful to  God,  and  the  church,  for  sending  us  so  many  pleasant,  and  soon  to  be, 
efficient  helpers.”

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STATE  OF  OUR  MISSIONARY  FUND. 

The  contributions  to  the  Missionary  Fund  of  the  Board  of  Publication  in 
the  first  eleven  months  of  the  fiscal  year,  from  Churches,  Sabbatli-schools, 
Individuals  and  Legacies,  viz  : — from  April  1, 1877,  to  March  1, 1878,  have 
amounted  to  $29,568.33;  being  an  increase  of  $412.25  over  the  contribu- 
tions received  in  the  same  months  of  last  year.

It  has  sown 
the  “good  seed”  of  the  Gospel  broadcast  on  missionary  fields.  It  has 
broken  the  ground  and  sowed  the  seed  in  destitute  places  where,  but  for  its 
missionaries,  more  would  have  been  scattered.  It  has  organized  Sabbath- 
schools  where  none  existed.  It  has  supplied  poor  and  needy  schools  with 
libraries  and  papers.  It  has  visited  thousands  upon  thousands  of  families 
who  never  saw  the  face  or  heard  the  voice  of  the  living  preacher.  It  has 
left  with  all  such  families,  some  appropriate  and  printed  Gospel  message. 
Its  missionaries  have  conversed  and  prayed  with  a large  proportion  of  such 
families.  In  thousands  of  instances  God  has  blessed  the  seed  thus  sown. 

The  present  condition  of  the  Board’s  Missionary  Fund  is  such  that  it  is 
compelled  to  pause  in  its  work  and  ask  the  Churches,  Shall  the  good  seed 
continue  to  be  sown?  This  is  a solemn  and  important  question.  Each 
Church,  each  church  member,  will  answer  “Yes”  or  “No.”  Those  who 
answer  affirmatively,  and  wish  to  aid  in  this  good  work,  will  please  send 
contributions,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  Mr.  S.  D.

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FEEDING  THE  LAMBS  AND  THE  SHEEP. 

The  pastor  of  one  of  the  Cleveland  Churches  urged  upon  the  attention 
of  his  people  the  duty  of  parental  instruction,  and  earnestly  recommended 
the  diligent  use  of  the  Catechism  as  the  means  of  imparting  concise  and 
accurate  knowledge  of  Bible  truth.  He  was  delighted  to  find  that  cate- 
chetical instruction  prevails  to  a large  extent  already  among  his  people. 

Several  came  forward  to  inquire,  what  was  the  best  Catechism  for  young 
people?  Seeking  information,  he  made  inquiry  as  to  what  the  Board  of 
Publication  had  issued.  He  was  surprised  and  delighted  to  see  the  long 
list  of  Catechisms  the  Board  had  published,  by  various  and  distinguished 
authors,  on  the  different  departments  of  Scripture  teachings,  adapted  in 
size  and  style  to  the  wants  of  the  ministry,  the  Sabbath -school  and  the 
family — He  said:  “ I do  not  see  that  there  is  anything  to  be  desired,  in  this 
line,  beyond  what  the  Board  has  published.” 

In  this  connection  he  stated  an  interesting  fact:  “That  some  years  since, 
he  gave  a thorough  course  of  doctrinal  instruction,  making  a free  use  of 
the  Catechism,  to  a number  of  his  young  people,  of  whom  ten  or  twelve 
are  now  in  the  Gospel  ministry,  and  of  these  six  or  eight  are  the  pastors 
of  large  and  influential  Churches.  These  young  men  testify  that  t^iey  were 
grounded  in  the  truth  and  determined  in  the  choice  of  their  life-work  by 
that  course  of  Biblical  instruction. 


A WORK  THAT  PAYS. 

The  following  incidents  are  copied  from  the  Note  Book  of  a recent  mis- 
sionary of  the  Board,  who  hopes  that  its  Missionary  Fund  will  soon  be  in 
a condition  to  enable  him  to  resume  a work  which  was  so  fruitful  in  good 
results. 

“Another  case.  I met  by  the  way-side  a fiddler  for  low  dances,  who 
called  himself  ‘ a hard-shell  Baptist.’  His  ‘ shell  ’ w as  very  hard  and  very 
dirty.  After  a conversation  with  him  he  promised  to  give  his  heart  and 
life  to  Christ.  I saw'  him  on  two  or  three  occasions  soon  afterwards. 
Light  broke  upon  his  soul,  and  oh.  how  different  was  his  song.  His  face 
spoke  volumes.  His  wife  soon  followed  him  into  the  kingdom.  Slie  has 
since  died  in  the  triumphs  of  faith.  A physician — a Unitarian  in  belief — 
was  brought  to  recognize  and  embrace  Christ  as  his  Saviour  on  the  evi- 
dence afforded  by  this  man’s  conversion,  and  that  of  another  who  w7as 
equally  low  and  dirty.  He  is  now7  an  active  and  worthy  member  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church. 

Another  case  is  that  of  a young  man,  an  intimate  friend  of  the  physi- 
cian, to  whom  I was  called  at  midnight.  After  I had  conversed  and 
prayed  with  him,  he  was  enabled  to  embrace  Christ,  and  was  left  holding 
sweet  intercourse  with  that  Saviour  whose  grace  he  had,  that  evening,  said 
was  not  sufficient  for  him.  He  united  with  the  Presbyterian  Church,  is  an 
earnest  Sabbath-school  laborer,  and  is  faithful  to  his  vows. 

It  is  useless  for  me  to  multiply  instances  from  this  particular  locality. 
While  sales  have  been  light  in  consequence  of  the  scarcity  of  money,  pre- 
cious souls  have  been  brought  to  Christ  whose  lives  and  influence  speak 
volumes  in  praise  of  the  grace  that  bought  them  and  brought  them  into 
the  Church  of  Christ. 

At  D , a similar  history  w'as  repeated,  and  persons  the  most  hopeless 
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were  brought  to  Christ.  Many  of  them  are  to-day  worthy  members  of  our 
Church  there.  Here,  as  well  as  ou  the  other  field,  tracts  had  been  freely 
distributed  six  months  before,  with  family  and  household  visitation.  How 
greatly  these  results  are  due  to  the  distribution  of  our  valuable  tracts  and 
books,  eternity  alone  can  show.  This  much  is  sure  ; they  are  seed  which, 
if  faithfully  sown  will  surely  bring  forth  fruit  to  God’s  glory.  C.”

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The  conviction  seems  to  prevail  through  the  Church  very  extensively 
that  Church  debts  are  intolerable  evils — deadening  the  piety  of  the  people 
and  to  a large  extent  paralyzing  the  efforts  of  the  minister  and  in  many 
cases  causing  his  removal  to  some  other  field  of  labor.  This  evil  has  been 
suffered  to  run  on  to  such  a length  as  to  threaten  the  extinction  of 
many  of  our  churches.  But  a change  has  taken  place.  The  tide  has 
turned  and  is  sweeping  debts  and  difficulties  before  it.  No  new  power  has 
been  created — no  mine  of  wealth  has  been  struck,  by  which  the  ability  of 
the  people  has  been  increased.  Nothing  but  a rousing  up  to  a proper 
sense  of  their  duty  and  a fixed  resolve  to  do  it  at  once.  Thus  it  has  been 
proved  that  “ where  there  is  a ivill,  there  is  a way”  W ould  that  the  same 
resolve  that  has  extricated  some  churches  from  debt,  might  prevent  others 
from  involving  themselves  in  debt,  by  undertaking  the  erection  of  buildings 
far  beyond  their  ability  or  any  reasonable  amount  of  aid  they  are  likely  to 
receive.  The  idea  which  sometimes  prevails,  that  the  Church  can  afford 
to  carry  a debt  of  a few  hundred  dollars,  rather  than  go  without  a lofty 
tower  or  an  attractive  organ,  has  proved  a sad  mistake.  If  debt  has 
proved  so  sad  an  evil  to  a Church  able  to  raise  $50,000  or  $100,000,  how 
much  greater  the  evil  of  debt  to  an  infant  Church,  not  able  to  raise  more 
than  $1,000  or  $1,500.  Such  debts  (if  interest  is  paid)  absorb  much  of 
the  yearly  gatherings,  while  they  prevent  others  from  connecting  them- 
selves with  the  Church,  who  would  otherwise  become  supporters.  A letter 
just  received  from  a brother  in  the  ministry,  wishing  to  know  if  the  Board 
can  aid  his  Church,  says,  “ I was  not  here  when  this  building  was  under- 
taken or  I could  not  have  given  my  consent.  They  undertook  more  than 
they  were  able  to  accomplish  and  more  than  was  necessary,  and  now  it  is 
left  in  an  unfinished  condition — an  eye-sore,  rather  than  an  ornament  to 
the  town.  People  laugh  at  us  as  they  see  us  grope  our  way  through  mud 
and  rubbish,  to  our  unfinished  and  uncomfortable  place  of  worship,  while 
they  pass  by  to  other  churches  less  costly,  but  far  more  comfortable  than 
ours.  The  fact  is,  we  are  suffering  from  the  effect  of  ambition  to  have  the 
largest  and  finest  building  in  the  place,  and  unless  we  can  get  our  building 
finished,  the  entrance  made  more  easy  and  inviting,  and  this  standing 
reproach  of  not  having  met  our  engagements  to  those  who  have  trusted  us 
taken  out  of  the  way,  there  is  little  use  of  my  remaining  here.  I have  told 
the  people  so,  and  they  have  resolved  to  make  the  effort.  To  encourage 
them,  I have  promised  in  my  penury  to  give  $100.  Will  the  Board  help 
us  and  save  the  Church  from  utter  ruin?”  After  reading  the  above, 
how  pleasant  is  the  following : “ The  last  four  months  have  been  full  of 

anxious  labor.  But  they  are  passed,  and  now  we  are  enjoying  the  delightful 
fruits  of  our  toil.  Our  little  church  is  finished  and  furnished,  and  paid 
for — it  is  the  Lord’s  house , and  nobody  has  any  claim  upon  it,  except  your 
Board,  and  that  we  hold  as  a bond  of  love  and  gratitude  to  secure  the 
property  against  any  possible  alienation.  When  we  received  the  pledge 
of  $600  from  the  Board,  we  resolved  to  build  within  our  means.  To 
make  sure  of  this,  we  rejected  several  items  of  embellishment  proposed, 
but  which  were  not  necessary.  We  see  the  wisdom  of  this  now,  though 
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some  of  our  people  were  very  reluctant  to  give  their  consent.  We  have 
now  a neat , comfortable,  and  attractive  building,  without  one  cent  of  debt 
upon  it,  so  that  we  feel  free  to  invite  our  neighbors  to  come  and  worship 
with  us,  without  the  fear  of  being  dunned  for  money.  And  they  do  come  ; 
many  of  them  have  taken  pews,  and  now  talk  about  “ our  church”  We 
have  organized  a Presbyterian  Sabbath-school  which  already  numbers 
more  than  one  hundred  scholars.  Now  that  we  have  our  own  house  of 
worship  and  our  congregation  more  than  doubled,  we  have  resolved  to  ask 
no  more  aid  from  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  upon  which  we  have  been 
dependent  for  years.”  Such  is  the  result  of  Church  Erection.  Our  $600 
given  to  this  Church,  will  save  probably  $1,200  that  otherwise  would  have 
been  required  from  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  to  keep  this  Church 
alive.

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BOARD  OF  RELIEF  FOR  DISABLED  MINISTERS, 

AND  THE  WIDOWS  AND  ORPHANS  OF  DECEASED  MINISTERS. 


In  order  to  convey  some  just  impression  of  the  condition  of  many  who 
are  on  the  Relief  roll,  we  give  the  following  extracts  from  recent  letters : 

1.  From  a disabled  minister.  “Dear  Brother:  Your  past  kindness 
prompts  me  to  write  you  in  expectation  of  receiving  another  grant  from 
your  Board.  My  need  is  such  that  another  remittance  would  enable  me 
to  pay  debts  that  are  pressing  for  necessaries.” 

2.  A minister’s  widow  asking  through  a friend,  for  an  immediate  remit- 
tance to  meet  in  part  a heavy  debt  for  which  a civil  officer  demands 

payment,  says,  “Since  the  death  of  Dr. none  of  his  old  parishioners 

have  sent  his  family  any  money,  and  the  relatives  of  Mrs. , who  used 

to  be  able  to  aid  her  generously,  have  met  with  heavy  losses,  and  cannot 
do  what  they  w7ould  most  willingly  do  if  situate  as  formerly.  The  eldest 
daughter  has  lost  her  health  and  instead  of  aiding  to  maintain  the  family, 
cannot  support  herself.” 

3.  From  a w idowT  wTith  four  dependent  children,  comes  this:  “I  am 

being  pressed  beyond  endurance  by  bills  which  are  being  sent  me  daily,  and 
have  been  since  the  first  of  the  year,  some  of  which  must  be  paid  at 
once,  i.  e.  gas,  water,  coal,  &c.  Is  it  in  your  power  to  send  me  the 
remainder  of  my  yearly  allowance?  I have  been  laying  my  wants Before 
the  Lord  for  many  w7eeks,  and  I trust  that  He  has  inclined  me  to  send  you 
this  letter.  I have  no  other  way  whereby  I can  obtain  relief  but  through 
our  noble  ‘ Relief  Fund.’  ” 

4.  From  another  widow:  “Dear  Sir:  You  will  excuse  me  if  I am  some- 

what premature  in  my  request,  but  I wrrite  now,  even  before  the  year  begins, 
to  know  if  there  is  any  prospect  of  having  any  help  from  your  Board 
during  the  coming  month.  Months  of  weakness  and  exhaustion  make 
even  the  smaller  burden  of  perplexity  to  wreigh  very  heavily.  With  hearty 
thanks  for  past  consideration  and  kindness,  I remain,”  &c. 

5.  A w7idowT,  with  six  children,  says : “ My  Dear  Sir : I regret  very 

much  to  trouble  you,  but  I am  impelled  by  the  necessity  of  the  case  to  do 
so.  The  reason  that  I now  write  is  that  my  rent  is  due,  and  I have  been 
pressed  for  it.  If  you  can  do  anything  for  me  I shall  be  very  grateful  to  you.” 

6.  The  wife  of  a disabled  minister  says:  “Our  debts  and  our  needs  are 

pressing.  This  is  my  apology  for  writing  to  you.  My  husband  was  quite 
comfortable  during  the  early  part  of  the  w7inter,  but  is  growing  feeble 
rapidly.” 

7.  The  daughter  of  a deceased  minister  writes  in  behalf  of  the  aged 

widow : “ Mother  wishes  me  to  ask  of  you  if  you  w7ill  remember  her  to 

your  ‘ Board  of  Relief  ’ for  aid  again  this  year.  She  will  need  it  as  she  is 
almost  helpless.  There  has  been  quite  a change  in  her  health  for  the 
wrorse  since  my  last  to  you.  She  is  a great  and  constant  sufferer.  Other 
members  of  the  family  are  still  sick.  We  still  need  aid,  and  more,  the 
prayers  of  Christians.” 

8.  A widow  left  w7ith  six  children,  urges  her  case  briefly : “ I am  so 

pressed  for  money  that  I am  forced  to  ask  if  I may  hope  for  the  usual 
$ . I never  needed  it  more.” 

9.  The  wife  of  a minister,'  who  is  utterly  helpless,  and  mind  entirely 
gone,  says : “ I have  been  expecting  some  help  from  the  Relief  Society.  I 
am  very  much  crowTded  just  now.  Please  send  me  some  soon,  or  tell  me 
when  I may  expect  it.” 
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10.  A city  missionary  writes:  “Dear  Sir:  I take  the  liberty  of  address- 

ing you  respecting  a young  lady  with  whom  you  are  acquainted,  a minis- 
ter’s daughter.  She  is  now  lying  sick,  the  effect  ot  starvation  and  mental 
anxiety.  Can  anything  be  done  for  her?  Can  you,  Sir,  do  anything  to 
relieve  her  in  this  time  of  trouble?  I feel  that  I must  let  you  know  her 
condition,  and  assure  you  that  immediate  help  is  necessary  to  save  her. 
She  still  hangs  on  the  Lord  as  her  only  hope.  I am  myself  a Christian 
worker,  with  no  means  to  aid  her  in  the  least.  It  would  be  one  of  my 
greatest  pleasures  could  I do  so.” 

Reader,  will  you,  either  with  your  wealth  or  out  of  your  poverty,  help 
these  suffering  ones?

CHANGE  IN  THE  WORK. 

Our  Committee  has  lately  transferred  about  two-thirds  of  its  Churches 
to  the  care  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions.  We  retain  the  entire  Paro- 
chial or  Missionary  school  work — forty-one  schools;  three  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  forty-eight  pupils  and  seventy  teachers — including  the  Higher 
Educational  Institutions,  together  with  the  Churches  under  the  more  imme- 
diate care  or  supervision  of  those  in  charge  of  these  Institutions.  These 
enroll  nearly  one  thousand  students. 

The  ordinary  parochial  school  work  presses  for  enlargement.  The 
Higher  Educational  with  its  aggressive  Church  work  must  be  greatly 
increased  and  fostered  if  our  Church  would  keep  at  all  abreast  of  what 
other  Churches  are  doing,  or  would  at  all  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
work  she  has  so  well  begun. 

A large,  important,  and  by  far  the  more  expensive  part  of  our  Church’s 
work  among  the  Freedmen  still  remains  in  the  care  of  the  Committee  on 
Freedmen,  and  the  wants  of  this  Educational  and  aggressive  Church  work 
combined  demand  not  less,  but  largely  increased  contributions  for  support.

Rev.  W.  R.  BINGHAM  is 
Treasurer  of  the  Faculty. 

6. — The  Board  of  Trustees  consists  of  21  members,  Ministers  and  Laymen,  all  men  of  the 

highest  reputation  in  our  church.  Rev.  J.  M.  DICKEY  is  Pres’t,  Rev.  S.  DICKEY,  Treas. 

7. — In  addition  to  income  from  Investments,  about  $12,000  is  needed  annually  for  the  current 

expenses,  and  the  support  of  students  and  officers.  For  this  amount  it  depends  chiefly 
on  the  voluntary  contributions  of  churches  and  individuals  in  our  communion. 

8. — One  hundred  students  have  already  suspended  study  for  want  of  support,  and  now  a
